107th  field  artillery 

TIIF^  l()7th  Field  Artillery,  U.  S.,  formerly  the  First  Field  Artillery,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  National  (iiiard,  is  distinctly  a  Pennsylvania  organization  with  a 
military  record  dating  to  the  days  of  the  Rebellion,  though  as  a  regimental 
unit  it  was  officially  organized  as  a  two-battalion  regiment  November  30,  1915, 
A.  G.  ().  No.  39. 

The  commissioned  officers  and  enlisted  personnel  of  the  regiment  are  drawn 
from  nearly  all  sections  of  the  state,  with  the  headquarters  at  Pittsburgh,  the 
battery  and  company  organizations  having  records  of  military  performance  in 
which  the  “artilleurs”  are  from  the  best  families  of  their  respective  communities. 

Battery  “A,”  organized  early  in  1915  under  command  of  Gaptain  Thomas  O. 
Gole,  at  Bethlehem,  was  a  specially  favored  organization,  as  it  was  sponsored  by 
(diaries  M.  Schwab,  president  of  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company,  who  generously 
cared  for  its  needs  during  the  early  days  of  its  existence  as  a  guard  unit.  The 
personnel  were  employes  of  the  steel  works,  many  of  whom  were  actually  engaged 
in  the  design  and  assembly  of  the  three-inch  field  pieces  used  in  the  United  States 
service  and  the  equipment  of  their  own  battery.  This  condition  was  a  great 
factor  in  the  efficienc}"  of  the  battery,  though  unfortunately  at  the  opening  of 
the  World  War  it  lost  all  its  officers  and  a  large  number  of  enlisted  men  by 
reason  of  their  special  vocations,  which,  through  government  regulations,  denied 
them  further  service  in  the  battery.  Captain  (^ole,  who  retired  in  191(5  after 
mobilizing  his  battery  for  the  Alexican  border  expedition,  was  succeeded  in  turn 
by  Captains  Herbert  A.  Paul  and  Samuel  W.  Laird.  Captain  Cole  was  retired 
with  the  rank  of  Major,  and  it  was  through  his  untiring  efforts  while  in  command 
that  the  battery  secured  as  a  gift  from  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company  a  new 
armory  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  probably  the  very  finest  and 
best  equipped  artillery  armory  in  the  states. 

Battery  “B,”  from  the  Allegheny  Valley,  better  known  as  “Hampton’s 
Battery,”  was  organized  by  Robert  S.  Hampton  and  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service  as  Hampton’s  Independent  Battery  “F,”  Pennsylvania  Volunteers, 
October  8,  18(51.  It  was  engaged  at  Bull  Run,  Antietam,  Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg  and  many  other  battles.  Its  gallant  commander  was  lost  to  the 
service  in  the  terrific  artillery  duel  at  Chancellorsville  in  May,  1803.  Lieutenant 
Miller  was  also  mortally  wounded  at  Gettysburg,  July  3,  1863,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Lieutenant  Geary  as  Captain,  who,  likewise,  was  killed  in  action  even  before 
he  had  joined  his  battery.  Captain  Nathaniel  C.  Irish  was  the  battery’s  next 
commander  and  was  mustered  out  with  his  battery  June  *25,  1865.  The  organiza¬ 
tion  was  continued  independently  until  1870,  when  it  entered  the  Pennsylvania 
National  Guard,  under  Captain  Robert  S.  Macoubry;  was  mustered  out  of 
state  service  in  1871,  resuming  independent  status  until  1884,  when  Captain 
Alfred  Fk  Hunt  and  the  surviving  members  were  organized  again,  and  mustered 


into  the  Xatioinil  Guard  as  Battery  “15,”  ]\lay  ‘2'-2,  1898,  and  into  the  United 
States  serviee  for  the  S])anish-Aineriean  War.  The  battery  saw  service  in  Puerto 
Rico  as  a  part  of  General  ^Miles’  ex])edition,  from  August  '2  to  September  7,  1898, 
l)eing  assigned  as  Division  Artillery,  First  Army  Cor])s.  It  was  mustered  out  on 
November  '27,  1898,  re-entering  the  Guard  in  December.  Captain  Hunt  resigned 
the  following  month  because  of  ill  health,  and  was  succeeded  by  Ca])tain  William 
C.  allace  and  (7i])tain  William  T.  Rees,  19()‘2. 

Battery  from  the  lower  Schuylkill  Valley,  was  organized  by  Captain 

John  Denit  home  in  1871  from  an  independent  military  company  known  as  the 
“Reeves  Rifles,”  and  took  the  name  of  “Griffen  Battery,”  in  honor  of  John 
Gritfen,  celel)rated  ii-onmaster  of  Phoenixville,  who  designed  and  manufactured 
the  Griffen  gun,  famous  in  the  artillery  of  the  Federal  army  during  the  Civil 
War.  Ca])tain  Denithorne  was  in  command  for  twenty-six  years,  up  until  his 
death  in  1897,  following  the  return  from  the  Hazleton  strike.  During  this  period 
the  e(iuipment  was  four  old-type  three-inch  muzzle-loading  guns,  which  were 
later  re])laced  by  the  modern  three  and  two-tenth  rifle.  The  personnel  of  the 
battery  from  its  organization  shows  many  unbroken  lines  of  family  service  to 
the  Nation’s  flag,  the  ])resent  commanding  officer,  Ca])tain  Samuel  A.  Whitaker, 
being  a  ne])hew  of  Dr.  Benj.  R.  Whitaker,  the  battery’s  first  surgeon  of  1873. 
The  battery  served  in  1898  in  Puerto  Rico  and  at  Newj)ort  News,  equipped  with 
eight  Gatling  guns,  which  were  re])laced  in  1907  by  the  three-inch  model  1904 
breech-loading  field  i)ieces. 

Battery  “D,”  organized  in  1913  at  Williams])ort  from  three  infantry  com¬ 
panies  of  the  disbanded  Twelfth  Infantry,  National  (iuard,  traces  its  military 
records  to  the  “Woodward  Guards,”  an  organization  of  Civil  War  times,  com- 
])osed  of  the  sturdy  lumbermen  of  the  up})er  Suscjuehanna  Valley.  The  roster 
of  this  battery,  like  others  of  the  regiment,  has  many  names  familiar  in  the  early 
days  of  the  Nation’s  trials.  It  also  occupies  a  very  modern  armory  building  in 
the  heart  of  the  “Lumber  C’ity.”  In  1915,  two  years  after  organization,  it  bore 
the  distinction  of  (lualifying  both  the  highest  rated  and  largest  number  of  “expert 
first-class  gunners”  in  the  entire  Fastern  Department,  under  regular  army 


inspectors. 

Battery  “F”  was  organized  from  Comj)anies  “A,”  Heath  Zouaves,  of  the 
(’ivil  W  ar,  and  “D,”  Fourteenth  Infantry,  on  the  organization  of  the  regiment, 
and  was  under  command  of  Ca])tain  Robert  G.  Snyder,  who  was  succeeded  on 
July  14,  1917,  by  Ca])tain  William  K.  Weaver.  This  battery  was  tendered  and 
accepted  the  name  and  history  of  “Kna])s”  Inde])endent  Battery  “E,”  which 
served  in  the  Civil  War. 

Battery  “F”  was  organized  from  Companies  “hk”  “F” — Armstrong  Zouaves 
of  the  Civil  War — and  “I,”  of  the  Fourteenth  Infantry,  under  command  of 
Cai)tain  Samuel  R.  McKamish,  who  resigned  in  October,  1916,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Captain  John  S.  Purucker. 

All  of  the  companies  of  the  Fourteenth  Infantry,  composing  Batteries  “B,” 
“E,”  “F,”  Headquarters  and  Supi)ly  (’ompanies  and  the  Sanitary  Detachment, 


were  on  duty  at  the  historical  Johnstown  flood  of  1889.  This  infantry  regiment 
was  the  only  National  (luard  organization  on  duty  with  the  United  States 
Engineers  at  Johnstown,  and  was  in  service  during  the  Spanish-Ainerican  War 
at  Mt.  Gretna,  Pa.;  Fort  Mott,  N.  J.;  Gamp  Mead,  Pa.;  Fort  Delaware,  Del., 
and  Summerville,  S.  G.,  being  mustered  into  .service  May  U2,  1898,  and  mustered 
out  February  ‘28,  1899,  during  which  it  was  a  part  of  the  '^d  Brigade,  1st  Division, 
“^d  Army  Gorps. 

The  First  Penn.sylvania  Artillery  was  called  to  the  Federal  service  for  duty 
on  the  ^lexican  border  June  '2‘2,  191  (>,  and  was  stationed  at  FI  Pa.so,  Texas,  and 
Lewis  Ranch,  N.  AI.  The  regiment  was  mustered  out  by  batteries  and  com¬ 
panies  as  follows:  Headcpiarters,  Headquarters  (’oinpany.  Supply  Gompany, 
Sanitary  Detachment,  Batteries  “B,  ’  “E,  ’  “  F,”  on  December  4th;  Battery 
“A,"  December  3d;  Battery  “G,”  November  ‘28th,  and  Battery  “D,”  December 
1st,  1916. 

The  regiment  was  again  called  into  Federal  service  for  the  World  War  on 
July  15,  1917,  and  drafted  for  foreign  .service  on  August  5th  following,  mobilizing 
at  Augusta,  Ga.,  as  a  part  of  the  7th  Division,  National  (iiiard,  on  August 
31st. 

The  official  designation  of  the  regiment  was  changed  on  September  3()th  to 
the  107th  Field  Artillery,  of  the  53d  Artillery  Brigade,  and  28th  Division,  U.  S. 
National  Guard.
